This economic .crisis has skipped 
pretty well over Sierra Madre, 
and there has ; hot been one busi¬ 
ness failure in this city because of 
it. Certainly this community quali¬ 
fies as a "White spot.” Instead, 
building permits and construction 
in 1930 exceeded in volume the 
good record of 1929 and (will you 
believe it) the Pacific Electric 
Railway receipts also showed 
comparative increases this fall 
just past in Sierra Madre. 

It is rather difficult to find a 
vacant house suitable for the sort 
of people who covet residence 
here—a marked change over two 
years ago when the “For Rent” 
signs were so numerous. Even the 
little rental furnished cottages on 
the rear of lots, which give so 
valued a piracy to writers, ar¬ 
tists and are a special haven for 
light-housekeeping widows, wid¬ 
owers, bachelors and maids, for it 
is sort of like living in flower 
gardens, and one can wear pa¬ 
jamas all morning long without 
publicity -even those cottages are 
what a Mississippi darkey would 
call: “Sorta skeerce," if one seeks 
an empty one. 

Aside from a slight fire haz¬ 
ard, because of rather light con¬ 
struction in wood, those cottages 
are regular “finds” for nice peo¬ 
ple who cannot pay much rent 
out of small incomes, but who can 
enjoy to the utmost the quiet 
peace of Sierra Madre and who 
are indeed valuable citizens of 
this community in every way— 
readers, thinkers, doers. And there 
certainly is a high moral atmos¬ 
phere here, unmarred by “par¬ 
ties” or stimulated revelry. (If 
there is a bootlegger in this com¬ 
munity, Judge Lasater has not 
found out about him.)

During three years (almost) .

Over 200 miles of the $207,-

bring Colorado river water into 
Southern California will run 
through Riverside county and 
towns of the San Jacinto-Hemet 
Valley are preparing for a boom, 
for it is estimated that the con¬ 
struction work will extend over a 
period of six years and that many 
workmen will be quartered there. 
The acqueduct will come through 
a 12-mile tunnel under Mt. San 
Jacinto, emerging at Potrero can¬ 
yon, near Gilman's Hot Springs, 
and will pour into a great reser¬ 
voir to be constructed either in 
the Brownlands district or in 
Perris Valley. This reservoir alone 
will cost $30,000,000. 

The San Bernardino county 
board of supervisors has autho¬ 
rized the holding of a special 
election In Upland next month to 
decide upon a bond issue for the 
extension of the city's water sys¬ 
tem by the drilling of a new well, 
building of a new reservoir and 
extension of the pipe line system. 

"Jerry” Scofield, former repre¬ 
sentative of this district in the 
legislature has been appointed 
contact man for the county flood 
control department. The appoint¬ 
ment was made by Supervisor 
Hugh A. Thatcher, of this district. 
Scofield was one of Thatcher's 
opponents at the August primary 
election and the first of them to 
advocate Thatcher’s election in 
the November final.

Snapdragons, Stocks, Petunias, 
Calendulas, Pansies, Violas, Lo¬ 
be 1 i a s, Cinerarias, Cyclamen, 
Larkspurs, Gaillardias, Pentstem- 
ons, Verbenas, Violets, Chinese- 
Forgetmenots, Primulas, Canter¬ 
bury Bells, Walflowers, Agerat- 
ums, Salpiglosis, Shasta Dasies, 
Marguerites, Columbines, Iris, 
Cannas, Day-lilies and Gladioli 
bulbs.

Spring flowering shrubs such' 
as Lilacs, Bridal Wreaths, etc., j 
should not be pruned now or the 
flowering wood will be cut away. 

Hydrangea plants should be cut 
back to within about two buds 
from where last year's growth 
commenced.

\ T .J All vegetation is as 
dormant now as it will ever be, 
therefore, unestablished plants can 
be moved now with greater safe¬ 
ty than at any other time in the 
year. If yota have any plants you 
wish to move from one part of 
your yard to another, do it now. 

Of course plants that are grow¬ 
ing in pots or other containers or 
that are skillfully "balled" from 
the ground can be moved prac¬ 
tically any time in the year, but 
now all deciduous plants and trees 
can be just dug out in their bare 
roots and transplanted very easily. 

All plants that retain their 
leaves now should be "balled” out 
of the ground, that is, dug with a 
ball of earth so that the roots are 
not exposed to the air. 

Here is a guide for January 
activity in the great out-of-doors 
that will be found useful: 

Prune deciduous fruit trees and 
roses now. Also the very best 
time to plant all fruit trees, ber¬ 
ries and grapes.
